Sabin, on taking the chair, said : '* While deeply 
sensible of the distinguished courtesy you have con­ 
ferred, 1 am doubtless as much surprised as the 
country at large will be at the announcement of 
your choice. 
But, being pressed by all parties, in 
the interest of j»eace and harmony [accept the posi­ 
tion. 1 trust, however, that the work of the com­ 
mittee will be characterized by the same unanimity 
with which 1 have been elected, and that at the next 
election a Republican President will be selected with 
the same unanimity by the vote of the country." 
(Applause. 1 
Frye of Maine then submitted his proposition for 
the uew basis of representation at the next Conven­ 
tion. The nutter was laid over for the present. 
The hcarifig of delegations in support of the claims 
of various localities for the National Convention was 
then disjiosed of. 
Ou motion of New, a resolution was adopted pro­ 
viding that the Chairman aprioint three member» of 
the committee, who, together with the Chairman 
and Secretary, shall compose a committee to make 
arrangements for boldiug the .Convention.

REVIEW OF THE PROCEEDINGS. 
Washington, December 12th.—The Republican 
National Committee met here to-day, and flxed 
June 3d, at Chicago, as the time and place for hold­ 
ing the National Convention. The fitn hand of 
Win. E. Chandler was conspicuously displayed in 
the election of Senator Sabin, of Minnesota, as 
Chairman of the committee. 
Last night ex-Sena­ 
tor Chaffee, of Colorado, had secured a majority of 
the committee in favor of his election as Chairman. 
The opposition to him was very bitter, and an un­ 
pleasant fight seemed probable. The Chandler fol­ 
lowing said that their candidate would be J. M. 
Forbes, of Boston. Forbes came to town on the late 
train, and he fiatlv refused to accept the position. 
About 2 o’clock this morning, Senator Frye, of 
Maine, w as aw akened by a crowd of committeemen, 
who said they 
would 
make him Chairman, 
if he would agree 
not 
to 
press 
Ids 
plan 
for the reappointment of delegate?. Frye wanted to 
know if he was to be elected as a result of a dicker 
th Southern members of the committee, they 
be ng opposed to his scheme for reducing the strength 
of the South in the National Contention. He was 
told that such was the programme. 
He therefore 
refused to be a candiJat •, and said he would push 
his plan before the committee. A conference fol­ 
lowed, lasting till near 4 o’clock, as a result of which 
Sabin was chosen. This forenoon, Chandler, in the 
interests of harmony, proposed to Logan that both 
Chaffee and Forbes be withdrawn, and that Sabin, a 
new man, be elected Chairman. This proposition, 
after some discussion, was accepted, and Sabin was 
uuauimously elected.

Washington, December 12th.—The committee ap­ 
pointed by the Pacific Coast delegation at its meet­ 
ing last week to propose a bill amending the Chi­ 
nese Restriction Act so as to overcome some of the 
interpretations lately placed on it, held a meeting 
this morning at the rooms of the House Committee 
on Mines and Mining. Representative Cassidy was 
absent, but Senator Dolph and Representative Hen­ 
ley, of the committee, were present, together with 
Budd and Glascock, of California. The conference 
resulted in a virtual agreement on a bill, which, 
however, has not been formulated. 
I nl t ed S lates S en ate. 
Washington, December 12th.—Yan Wyck offered 
resolutions calling on the Secretary of the Treasury 
for copies of all the various item9 of expense for 
special or assistant attorneys and detectives, with 
the names of the parties, since March 4,1881, ex­ 
cept such period as has been covered by information 
already furnished the Senate. 
The Senate took up the resolution offered yester­ 
day by Beck, directing the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury to furnish information concerning the sinking 
fund, etc., and Beck addressed the Senate. 
At the close of Beck’s remarks the resolution was 
agreed to, and Wi.son called up his joint resolution 
proposing to amend the section of the Constitution 
relating to the civil rights of citizens, and moved its 
reference to the Committee on Judiciary. [The reso­ 
lution proj*oses the following, the amendment to be 
numbered Article XVI.: “ Congress shaJl have power, 
by appropriate legislation, to protect citizens of the 
United States in increased enjoyment of the rights 
and privileges iu all communities, and assure them 
equal protection of the laws.”) Wilson addressed 
the Senate in supiwrt «.f the resolution, which was 
referred to the J nliciiry Committee. 
After an executive session, the Senate adjourned. 
Im p o rta tio n o f Tea# 
Niw York, December 12th.—Speaking of the re­ 
cent decision of the Customs authorities to exclude 
impure teas, and the laws ami evidence on the sub 
ject, a leading importer said : “ The effect of the 
enforcement of the law has already been felt by ex­ 
porters in China. In 1881 there were exported ir in 
that country 14,685,000 pounds of gree.i teas, and 
usually adulterated. In 1882 the exports fell off to 
13,110,000 ; and in 1S83, under the influence of the 
Act of March 2d, it has been still further reduced, 
and will aggregate only about 8,650,000 pounds. It 
is estimated by those who know the business at 
Shanghai as well as at this city, that 75,000 h i’f 
chests of tea, amounting to 45,000,000 pounds, have 
been kept out of this market by the action of the 
Examiner of the Poit of New York. Not only do 
the exports from China have to be closely scrutiu- 
iztd, but also those from London and Canada. The 
exclusion of a large amount of tea from this market 
naturally increases the demand here. London aud 
Canadian exporters are anxious to furnish New York 
houses with their old stock. Much of the tea in 
Canadian houses has been received at this port, and 
denied admission because of irs impurity.” 
.M iirksy a n il llif T o sla l l oin puny 
Np.w York, December 12th.—The World says : 
John W. Mackay leaves in a day or two for Europe, 
and his friends in the Postal Company say he has 
left behind him funds sufficient to push all proposed 
extensions to a completion. He is said to have in­ 
vested $2,000,000 in the project already. 
Nkw York, December 12th.—The Journal says: 
Mackay hail a grand floor ovation in the steamer 
yesterday. He was surrounded by friends, and was 
in the happiest mood.

W HIl’EFISH CULTURE. 
Mr. Dibble, of the California Fish Com­ 
mission, is reported to have said at a recent 
meeting of the Commission, when it was 
stated that iarge numbers of whitefish had 
been planted in California waters some 
year? ago, that there was no demand for 
■whitetish, and that it is seldom caught. It 
is to be hoped that this is not an indication 
that further culture of that valuable food 
fish will be discouraged by the Commis­ 
sioners. Mr. Dibble probably knows that 
it is one of the most desirable of all food 
fishee; that among the people living 
along the borders of the great lakeB 
it is most highly esteemed, and that it 
forms a large part of the commerce of all 
that region. The whitetish of Lake Mich­ 
igan, Lake Superior, Lake Erie and Lakes 
Huron and Ontario, in our opinion, has no 
equal among freah-water lake fish, except­ 
ing alone the trout. It is firm in flesh, ex­ 
ceedingly nutritious in itB contribution to 
the bodily needs, is most eisily dressed and 
served, and there is in its use less waste than 
in almost any other food fish. If it is not in 
demand here, it is probably due to the fact 
that this people are very little acquainted 
with it. We are convinced that when 
the 
fine 
food 
qualities 
of 
this 
lake denizen are once known to Cali­ 
fornians it will be more largely in demand 
than the shad or any other fish we have, 
except, perhaps, the lake and brook trout 
and the salmon, which latter, however, is 
cot to he considered in any debate relative 
to tiie whitetish, which is of the same fam­ 
ily. That the whitefish in California is 
seldom caught is attributable to two 
causes : First, it is not a fish for the hook; 
secondly, it has never been permitted here 
to reach proper growth before being taken, 
for it will attain eight or ten pounds 
weight; thirdly, it has cot been in market 
suifiaiently long, or in smlicient quantity, 
to enable the public to judge of its rare 
good qualities : and lastly, the reputation 
of the fish here has been injured by the 
imported frozen article and the salted 
whitefish. 
The salted whitefish is, of 
course, good food, and the prime article 
is a delicacy ; but it is with salt whitefish 
as with salt mackerel—not at all compara­ 
ble to the lish when freshly taken. So, 
too, with the fresh whitefish sent here in 
ice; while excellent, and eagerly sought 
after by old residents of the Lake regions, 
they serve only to quicken tne memory of 
the days when the fish was taken from its 
native element, and within twenty-four 
hours turned over to the cook’s manipula­ 
tions. 15y ail means let the Fish Commis­ 
sion encourage the whitefish culture in Cal­ 
ifornia waters. 


CLAIMS FOR COMPENSA! ION. 
Do the ex-slaveholders, who are an­ 
nounced by Southern papers as preparing 
t prosecute claims against the Govern­ 
ment for slaves freed by the Emancipation 
Proclamation, come forward at th¡3 time 
because the hope of success rises with the 
expectation of Democratic party domina­ 
tion ? If so, they cannot do better cam­ 
paign work for the Republican party than 
to pu-h the matter vigorously. The slaves 
were given liberty as a war measure. The 
South staked upon the cast of that die, 
and lost. Texas is to bo the State to in­ 
augurate the new movement, and expects 
to bate her claims on hrr own Constitution, 
approved by Congress, which guarantees 
the citizens of that State against loss of 
slave property. But the idea that such a 
clause can rise superior to the acts that 
followed under the war, and that have 
been ratified by the na’.ioD, is preposter­ 
ous. The Fourteenth Amendment to the 
Federal Constitution provides that neither 
the United States nor any State shall pay 
any debt or claim for the lose or emancipa­ 
tion of any slave, and Texas constitutional 
logic cannot prevail against such a pro­ 
vision, which is binding upon Texas de­ 
spite her prior contrae: with the Govern­ 
ment. 
GORHAM. 
It does not 6teni possible that the ambi- 
,ou of George C. Gorham to be Secretary 
f the Senate can be gratified by a majority 
f the Senators. 
Gorham certainly dees 
ot represent California. Ifis residence is 
i Washington, if anywhere, lie does not 
j day represent the better elemeut of his 
5rty. His election will be taken by Dom­ 
arais as a break in the reunited ranke of 
ie Republican party. But Gorham is a 
.m arkable man, 
He is a political genius, 


an UDBurpaseed worker, and a manipulator 
who is seldom defeated. It is Baid of Gor­ 
ham that he forever—throw him as yon 
will—“ alights upon his feet.” It should 
not therefore surprise Republicans to find 
him at any time advanced to the front, and 
becoming a Boothsayer and a prophet in the 
party. We confess to a dislike for the man 
as a politician, because his methods are not 
calculated to better the party, and because 
he is for Gorham first and party next. 
The country never enters into his calcula­ 
tions, save as a factor to advance the first 
or the second interests named. But we 
confess, also, to admiration for the genius 
of the man in taking care of himself politi­ 
cally and otherwise. He is a political cat, 
soft-footed as velvet, and as sharp as the 
claws the velvet conceal. He may be 
pitched over all eorts of political walls, but 
uniformly comes down feet foremost, and 
always manages to be found purring beside 
the back log of the party hearthstone from 
which he has been kicked. It will he a 
good thing for Gorham if he regains his 
seat at the Secretary’s desk, bat it will not 
be a good thing for the Republican party. 


NOT NECE8SARY. 
Constitutions are but paper. They are 
worth no more than paper if the moral 
strength of a community does not fortify 
them. 
Very seldom are constitutional 
provisions self-executing. Statutes in most 
cases must be enacted to give Constitutions 
effect. When these in turn do not receive 
the support of the people they will be dead 
letters. Where there is no constitutional 
inhibition against the declaring of crime 
by statute there is no need for constitu­ 
tional amendment. Polygamy has been 
for all the days of our history, and now ie, 
a crime. No one has ever ventured to 
suggest that because the Constitution does 
not expressly condemn it, therefore its 
practice under the guise of religion may 
be possibly guaranteed. No one will ever 
be so silly as to raise seriously such an ob­ 
jection to its suppression. Congressman 
Roeecrans’ proposition, therefore, to sub­ 
mit a constitutional amendment denounc­ 
ing polygamy would not advance matters. 
Oa the contrary, it would work delay of 
two years or more to secure the votes of 
the necessary number of States. 
And 
when passed and incorporated into the 
organic law Congress would have no higher 
duty to perform than now, and no broader 
authority than it now possesses. The 
amendment should not be offered, and the 
friends of the Congressman named ehould 
be able to make him see that his act is 
useless, and only raises a constitutional 
doubt, of which the polygamic Mormons 
will not be slow to avail themselves. 


FOREST PRESERVATIOS. 
New York is very much alarmed about 
the Adirondack forests, and with reason. 
Their destruction was allowed to go on 
unchecked too long, and now the people 
mourn the sad results of neglected oppor­ 
tunity, precisely as the people of Cali­ 
fornia will one day do, with regard to 
the forest crowns of our mountains, 
which are the safeguards of our valleys. 
The Evening Poet thus sounds its note of 
warning, precisely as the R eco rd -U n io n 
did years ago, and on each assem­ 
bling of the Legislature since. The Post 
says: “ We have examined this subject 
carefully in all its various aspects ; and, 
looking at the matter in the light of the 
experience of other countries, and judg­ 
ing by the effect already produced upon 
the water supply in our rivers by forest 
destruction in this State, we believe that 
there is no exaggeration in stating that 
the future prosperity and the commercial 
existence even of this State are bound 
up with these forests; and that, unless 
we are prepared to abandon the natural 
advantages which made New York what it 
is, we must stop, and stop at once, any 
further destruction of the Adirondack for­ 
ests. ” 


THE WORLD’S FAIRS. 
The entire Pacific Coast Congressional 
delegation has indorsed Mr. Baruck’s sug­ 
gestion for a World’s Fair in San Francisco 
in 18S7, and has notified Governor Stone- 
man of the fact of their unanimity. It is, 
therefore, entirely probable that the idea 
will receive Federal sanction and probably 
liberal Government aid. As we have reit­ 
erated, the first step to be taken is to make 
our exhibits at the New Orleans World’s 
Fair, in 1SS4, especially representative, 
full and attractive. Any failure in that 
respect will prove a death blow to the 
scheme for 1SS7- Steps to properly pre­ 
sent California’s products at New Orleans 
should be taken without any further delay. 
We renew the suggestion that the commer­ 
cial bodies of our chief cities and the State 
Board of Agricultura call a council, to meet 
in the first fortnight of the new year, to 
consider the question cf ways and means. 


PACIFIC SLOPE. 


It appears that the new Lord Mayor of London, 
Mr. Alderman Fowler, who went into office under a 
cloud, because of his election over the head of one 
wh i was better entitled under the ut/agc of cen­ 
turies, is coming out in a blaze of popularity. He 
has backbone, clearness of judgment, courage of 
conviction, and the personal magnetism that at­ 
tracts men. One of h*s first |>opular acts was his 
withdrawal of the consent previously given to Herr 
Stocker to use th* Mansion Uguso Assembly Hall 
for a public meeting. This was done because 
Stocker is the leader in the Berlin Jewbaiting. In 
so doing Mayor Fowler put his seal of condemna­ 
tion upon the persecution which is not in keeping 
with the spirit of the day.

A band dis­ 
course'! national airs, and when finally the General 
appeared íd a four-in-hand the crowd pressed around 
and obstructed the way to the reception room. Af­ 
ter repeated calls, the General made his appear­ 
ance, and in a few remarks thanked his auditors for 
their warm reception. 
Narrow Escape front D row ning. 
San Francisco, December 12th.—A gig from an 
English ship, containing the Captain and six men, 
while coming ashore this afternoon was capsized, 
and the men had a narrow escape from drowning. 
They were picked up by the steam lauueh from the 
United .States steamer Corwin. Two of the crew 
had to be rolled on a barrel. 
Tlie (loud Tem plar Im broglio. 
San Francisco, December 12th.—Particulars of a 
division iu the Grand Lodge of Good Templars of the 
State were made public at the time of the sessiui of 
that bodv several weeks ago. Since that time the 
Executive Committee of the Lodge, composed of 
prominent members of the Order, has met, and de­ 
cided, among other things, that as the Rescue, the 
w eekly organ of the Templars, was not conducted in 
accord with the administration, to remove the ed­ 
itor then in charge, Captain A. D. Wood, and ap­ 
pointed to fill his place F. K. Lane, then business 
nnnager of the journal. Mr. Wood had been em­ 
ployed siuce October, 1882, at a salary oi 8150 
mouthlv. Mr. Lane agreed to take charge of the 
paper, with the assistance of several prominent 
Good Templars, who were to assume charge of dif­ 
ferent departments. Mr. Wood, it appeals, was 
much incensed at his removal, and when Lane de­ 
manded the appurtenances of the office, flatly re­ 
fused to turn them over, claiming that he was sup­ 
ported by the other facti us of the Templars. As 
time was precious, the publication day of the jour­ 
nal approaching, the articles most needed were the 
subscription list and electrotype “ ads.” After con­ 
sultation, the Executive Committee decided to bring 
suit against Wood. The Rescue has a subscription 
list uf about forty-five hundred names, and pos­ 
sesses property valued at 81,500. In consequence of 
the pending suit Judge Maguire yesterday issued an 
injunction to prevent the publication of the paper 
by Wood, the plaintiff filing a 81,0o) bond. Several 
of the lodges in the citv have passed resolutions 
condemning the action of the t xecutive Committee 
and supportii g Captain Wood. Others have decided 
to withhold their per capita tax until the matter is 
settled. 
Tlie Truckee R rier Ice Harvest—Gambling; 
Unlit Threatened. 
Truckee, December 12th.—The ice harvest cn the 
Truckee river commenced yesterday. The Boca 
Mill and Ice Company, the summit Company at 
Prosser creek, and the Mountain Ice Company at 
Camp 20, have all commenced harvesting the crop, 
and the People's Ice Company at Camp 20 will begin 
work this week. The crop will be a good one, all of 
the ponds having about twelve inches of pure, clear 
ice. Between (>0,000 and 70,000 tons will be har­ 
vested altogether, besides several thousand tons 
which will be loaded on cars and shipped on the 
Southern Pacific. 
The gambling fraternity here are considerably 
exercised over a threatened raid by ¿he officers. D. 
J. Smith, a teamster, who has lost heavily of late, 
threatened to close all the hanking games, ami with 
one exception they all closed. 
Tbe I’olton-M anfnrd 9ult. 
S a n t a R o s a , December 12th.—In the Colton vs. 
Stanford suit to-day the reading of S. M Wilson’s 
deposition was resumed. The portion read shows 
that Mrs. Colton, when the negotiati* ns with the 
defendants were first begun, had a general knowl­ 
edge of her husband’s affairs : that the deponent 
(Wilson), after considerable investigation, advised 
the settlement of August, 1870, in order to save 
Mis. Colions estate from insolvency, and prevent 
the publication of the charges against the General. 
On cross-examination, affiant stated that he had in­ 
vestigated these charges, and had no recollection of 
having ever successfully refuted one, and that he re­ 
jected the fir?t proposition from the defendants 
looking to a settlement f>*r effect, and in the hope of 
securing more favorable terms for his client. 
{SECOND DISPATCH. I 
Santa Rosa, December 12th.—The reading of Mr. 
Wilson’s deposition came to a close this afternoon, 
without disclosing any further facts of Importance. 
Immediately thereafter plaintiff called Charles E. 
Green, who testified that he was Charles Crocker’s 
private secretary ; that he had been a Director of 
the Western Development Company and the lone 
Coal an«l Iron C< mpany ; that stock stood in his 
name which h\j did not own ; that he was private 
secretary for General Colton during his lifetime; 
kept his private accounts and attended to his corre­ 
spondence. Counsel then submitted a set of books 
and a number of letters and vouchers to the w itness, 
w hich he acknowledged as being ia his handwriting. 
He was then questioned with reference to the collec­ 
tion of an insurance policy f<-ra Mrs. Moyle, whose 
husband had been killed in the mine, but he had no 
recollection of the transa- tion outside of his entries 
iu the books. On cross-ex imination witness ex­ 
plained th;»t the hooks produced were the private 
property of General Colton, and were not in any 
sense the books of the corporation ; that he made 
entries therein at the direction of Colton, without 
having knowledge of the transaction they referred 
to, and that the letters produced were written under 
similar circumstances. The examination occupied 
the session until its close, and was very barren of 
results for tbe plaintiff. Adjourned till to-morrow 
morning. 
Decided Sensation la Stockton. 
Stockton, December 12th.—A sensation of a some­ 
what startling character was created at the Yosemite 
House in this city this evening by W. H. Burks, a 
stranger, aged about 21, who had paid for his supper 
and room. He went to the latter and shortly after­ 
ward alarmed the roomers on the upper floor by 
screaming and firing a pistol. He jumped through 
a window leading to the open apace under the sky­ 
light, and fell a distance of twentVrtwo feet. He 
sprang t i his feet again, grasped Ids pistol, howled 
like a maniac and gave chase to A L. Levinsky, a 
young attorney, crying out, “ There he is.” Levm- 
skv made all possible haste down the stairs, while 
Burks jumped over the bauuister and agiiu fell a 
distance of ten feet, picked himself up, pursued 
the fleeing and frightened attorney through the 
hotel office into anti through the adjoining saloon, 
thence into the street, where Burxs again fired his 
pistol, ami was immediately afterwards arrested and 
lodged in jail. No )>erson was injured by either 
shot. Burks sprained one of his ankles in the first 
fall. During the whole time he yelled at ihe top of 
his voice. Later he seemed to talk rationally, and 
recollected all that had occurred. He seemed de­ 
ranged when talking about money. When arrested 
he attempted to saoot a policeman. 
Suicide Through Grief. 
Napa, December 12th.—William Ullrich, a native 
of Germany and a wagonimker by occupation, shot 
himself yesterday afternoon, and died last night. He 
lost his wife about one year ago, and at times since 
he has become very despondent, which caused him 
to take his life. 
An Lar hqtinke Shock. 
Salinas, December 12th — A heavy shock of earth­ 
quake was felt here at 1:50 this morning, lasting 
about ten seconds. It was accompanied by a rum­ 
bling noise, which preceded the vibrations. No dam­ 
age done. The weather is clear ami frosty. 
ARIZONA. 
Tlie Gage Station T rain Robber*. 
San Simon Station, December 12th.—Parties who 
arrived from Galeyville last night report a fight be­ 
tween C B. Sanders, United States Deputy Marshal, 
and a party from Deming, and a party who are sup- 
jHjscd to have participated in the train robbery at 
Gage station. Citizens of Galeyville reported the 
arrival of five men at that place on the day follow­ 
ing the robbery of the train at Gage station. They 
applied to a miners' camp for provisions, hut the 
foreman of the party being a resolute man, and his 
party being well armed, refused to give them any­ 
thing to rat. They then left, and made a camp 
about a mils from Galeyville. A Sergeant with a 
squad of United States soldiers, w ho visited Galey­ 
ville, were put on the track, but they refused t fol­ 
low them, giving as a reason that they would not 
get the reward, even if they captured the robbers. 
They could easily have cap.ured the out’aws had 
they pursued them. C. B. Sanders, United States 
Deputy Marshal at Deming, having heard of the 
whereabouts of the robbers, proceeded to Galeyville. 
He was accompanied on the way by Professor Guze- 
nuo and 1>. M. Wilkins, of Tucson. On arriving at 
Galeyville Marshal Sanders ascertained where the 
robbers were, and finding their camp he returned to 
Galeyville and organized a force to make arrests. He 
then returned to the robbers’ cunp, and found them 
saddling their horses preparatory to leating, and the 
party, w hich consisted of three nun, mounted and 
r<*de away before the posse got in range ; but San­ 
ders, who had become separated from the main 
party, fired four sh -ts at the robbers. So far as 
known, however, the shots were without effect. 
There were but tnree robbers in the camp. Citizens 
of Galeyville say that two of the party left about a 
week ago. One of the robbers goes by the name of 
York, alios Kelly, and one *s known as “ Red.” 
One of the party had a line suit of clothes on, a seal 
ring on the left little finger, and carried a tine go d 
watch. One of the party, who is a small man, has 
& pair of pistols, one of which has an ivory and the 
other a )*earl handle. They had two clay bank 
horses and one bay pony. 
xhot'klofil.v Injured. 
Bin SON, December 12th —Sylvan* Martinez, em­ 
ploye»! by the Benson Smelting and Reduction Com­ 
pany at this place, was caught by a belt to-day, and 
had a leg and ariu crushed, lie will be taken to 
Tucson for treatment. 
A rre*tcd on Suspicion. 
Tombstonx, December 12th.—John Ileilh and 
Henry Frost have been arrested and brought into 
Bisbee on suspicion of implication in the murderous 
raid there las*. Saturday night. Both men were 
membeisof Deputy sheriff Daniels' party, who left 
Bisbee in pursuit ot the traiu robbers. Heith acted 
as trailer for the party, and he and Frost were the 
ones who brought tbe news into Tombstone that the 
trail had divided near Soldiers’ Hole, and they had 
traced two men into Tombstone. It is thought 
Heith purposely threw Daniels off the trail. He 
u »* also one of a party of five men who rode up to 
IJowic station the same evening of the train rob­ 
bery, and asked the oj>erator if the train bad been 
robbed some minutes before the operator had got 
news of it. 
Recom m ended for I’rnniollon. 
Tvc«nt, December 12th. -Numerously-aigued pe­ 
titions are coming in from every quarter, recom­ 
mending to the President the nomination of Col­ 
onel Charles E. Daily, senior Land Officer of Arizona, 
to promotion to the office of Surveyor-General. He 
is recommended irrespective of party. 


R. H. Porter’s saloon in the west end of town, and 
requested Mr. Porter to open his safe, which he de­ 
clined to do.

Salt Lake, December 12th.—The Deseret Sexes, 
the Mormon organ, this evening, commenting upon 
Delegate Cline's bill for the admission of Utah, 
says: The bill introduced by our Delegate, if Con­ 
gress is in a proper frame cf mind to consider it 
justly, would be one of the wisest measures that 
could be adopted. It would take from the issues of 
the times one of the most troublesome national 
ficulties, made so by the folly of agitators and 
weak legislators. The admission of Utah would re­ 
lieve the Government of the supposed necessity of 
grappling with the perplexing problem. That be­ 
longs to the domestic affairs oí the State, rather than 
the general supervision of Federal authority. The 
juestion of polygamy cuts no figure in the admis­ 
sion of Utah, as it is not recognized iu the Constitu­ 
tion, and would form no part of the State polity. 
We have no idea that either of the bills referred to 
will pass, but mention them to show what they are, 
and the bearing they have upon local affairs. The 
Republicans will not do anyt king which could be 
construed into a benefit for Utah, because hostility 
to the Mormons is one of the chief articles of their 
political stock. The Democrats dare not, for fear of 
being twitted with the terrible but absurd accusa­ 
tion of affiliation with the Mormons and {Hindering 
to polygamy.

HONOR 
TO 
GENERAL 
HANCOCK. 


T he reception indicated yesterday to be 
tendered to the distinguished Boldier, General 
H ancock, as he passed through en route to 
the Bay, was very successfully carried out. 
T he procession was form ed at about 4 o’clock 
p. m. at the corner of Seventh and K streets, 
in order as follows : Com panies A, B, G, and 
the G overnor’s G uard and regim ental sta ff; 
F irst A rtillery, N . G. C., under com m and of 
Colonel T. W , Sheehan, w ith the regim ental 
band in advance ; the veterans of Sum ner 
and W arren P o sts; city and State officers; 
Reception Com m ittee and citizens. 
The pro­ 
cession m arched to the depot, which had al­ 
ready beceme well filled w ith people anxious 
to catch a glance of the m an who was so 
prom inent as a U nion G eneral in the days of 
the war, and who likewise was a nominee for 
P resident at the last Presidential election. 
The m ilitary and bodies composing the pro­ 
cession form ed in line, double ranks, length­ 
wise of the depot, near the north side, to 
prevent the large assembly from crowding 
against the train when it came in upon the 
north track. 
Before the train arrived the 
depot was densely thronged, and as it came 
in the band played “ H ail to the Chief.” 
G eneral H ancock and party _occupied the 
rear coach, which was a drawing-room car 
from the W abash, St. Louis and Pacific road. 
T he p arty consisted of the General and M rs. 
H ancock, M rs. Foster, L ieutenant Carroll, 
A . D. C.. and M r. Russell. 
As soon as the 
train arrived M ayor Brown and the com m it­ 
tee m et the G eneral at the entrance of the 
coach, and after introductions and a free 
handshaking, the honored visitor came out 
upon the platform , and afterw ards walked 
down the line of the m ilitary. 
W hen he 
passed the mem bers of 
the G rand A rm y 
several who had m et him, or served under 
him in the field, grasped his hand, and called 
attention to engagements where they had 
been together. 
H e responded very cordially, 
and recognized one or two whom he had 
known as companions In arms. 
W hile he was thus engaged, and being 
viewed by the surging crowd, a Balute of 
thirteen guns was fired near the depot by a 
section of B attery B, the band playing, and 
added to these alm ost continuous cheers, end­ 
ing with frequent “ Tiger !” undoubtedly im ­ 
pressed the General w ith the fact th a t he was 
receiving a 
m ost hearty and spontaneous, 
although im prom ptu, recaption by the citi­ 
zens of a far-off p art of the nation from 
where his services were rendered which won 
this adm iration. 
A fter returning to the car, the G eneral 
stood upon the rear platform and w as m ost 
vociferously cheered. 
Being urged by loud 
calls for a speech, he finally spoke very 
briefly, expressing his great gratification at so 
extended and warm a reception, which was 
entirely unexpected, he said, to him, as he 
supposed the fact th a t he had telegraphed, 
the M ayor th at he could not stop here would 
prevent all thought of a reception, and espe­ 
cially of such an ovation as th a t w ith which 
he was greeted. 
H e sai 1 he hoped the dem ­ 
onstration was given as he received it, “ from 
and by the citizens.” 
H e spoke of his re­ 
ception here in 1850, which was not a dem ­ 
onstration as now, and when the city and 
State were in their infancy. 
H e addressed a 
few words to the soldiers present, both those 
of the late war and the com m and cf the Xa- 
tional G uard. A fter inquiring of the Colonel 
com m anding as to the style of arm s in use in 
the State, he spoke very approvingly of the 
citizen soldiery. 
T urning to the Cadete, he 
inquired particularly in reference to th at 
branch of the service, and replied th a t he 
was glad to see such young m en take an in­ 
terest in this direction, as it was necessary 
for the country’s protection. 
Following his rem arks, a large num ber of 
people pressed up to the car platform , and an 
inform al reception and hand-shaking was 
continued un til the train departed. 
( )ne gen­ 
tlem an approached the G eneral w ith two 
p retty and well-dressed little girls, four or 
five years of age, whom, the G eneral was 
told, were daughters of a veteran, and that 
they desired to kiss him . 
The General 
reached down, and, taking up firBt one and 
then the ocher, gave each a kiss, am id loud 
cheering from the audience, and then returned 
them to their proud father. 
A s the train 
moved out of the depot, a few m inutes after 
the usual tim e of departure, three hearty 
cheers were given, and the band played, in 
adieu, “ The Star-Spangled B anner.” 
The car in which the G eneral and p arty 
are traveling is a m ost commodious one, em ­ 
bracing all m odern facilities for cooking, 
dining, sleeping and drawing-room purposes.

H e has 
no all-absorbing adm iration for the flag th at 
serves as a convenient table-cloth at torch­ 
light mass meetings, and also shows the ex­ 
cited youngster the exact locality of the big 
circus tent. 
In his financial transactions 
w ith the G overnm ent of his white brother he 
moves w ith a cat-like cautiousness, which 
m ight, at a venture, be com pared to th a t of 
a certain w orkm an who considered the m ak­ 
ing of iron money-chests the only really 
safe busiDess to engage in. 
H e displays 
a reluctance to breathe the same atm osphere 
th a t envelopes the L rm of the poll-tax man, 
whom he calenders w ith the netherm ost fiends 
of China devilology; and his love for th at 
official is only surpassed by M rs.

Some readily pro 
duced th eir receipts, but the m ajority stood 
around like a menagerie of monkeys, and 
were as tranquil as “ Ju n e tim e.” 
“ T here,” 
said the official, pointing to the sunny side of 
the street, “ there sits a hundred idle C hina­ 
men who are net taxable, because they refuse to 
pay, and having no property we c n ’t compel 
them . 
T hey have m illions for tan and opium 
—not a cent for taxes. 
O, they’re an op­ 
pressed population, they are ! 
They are fit 
subjects for good, healtny Christians to exer­ 
cise their rectitude upon, ain 't they ?” and 
the bstHed Caucasian sat down upon a tea 
chest, and groaned in spirit. 
Outside, on the 
rickety pavem ent rolled the stream of yellow 
hum anity, restless as the m uddy Y’angtse’s 
Hood when rain-Btorms drench the H im a­ 
layan 
slopes—the 
silk-clad 
m erch an t 
the 
thread-bare 
coolie 
and 
those 
hideous nightm ares of 
fem ininity, C hina­ 
women, in loDg overshirts and volum inous 
trcuserlets, all paesiDg in review before the 
reporter and his disconsolate comrade. 
I t 
will ever be thus ; the Chinam an will come 
over the sea, w ill play tan, will smoke opium, 
will sm ell badly, will beat the Tax Collector, 
will figure in the Courts and be an everlast­ 
ing expense to the people, who are taxed the 
yearly golden m illions to keep the m ills of 
justice grinding, for which these “ restric*- 
ed ” Chinese will furnish constant “ grist,” 
and, like Bo P eep’s sheep, they will a t last go 
home across the sea, and w ith their tails be­ 
hind them .

DASHES. 


D rs. Cluness and H atch, of the S tate 
B oard of H ealth, returned last evening from 
a trip to San Diego, Y um a and Tucson, where 
they have been for the purpose of perfecting 
the quarantine arrangem ents established on 
the frontier last sum m er to prevent the in­ 
troduction of yellow fever from Guaym aa 
and other pointa in M exico connected w ith 
California by railw ay. 
T hey advise th at 
strong quarantine regulations be established at 
San Diego, which is a seaport into which 
coasting vessels from the M exican ports, and 
also 
freight 
from 
the 
interior of 
th a t 
country, 
pass 
during 
every 
m onth 
in 
the 
year. 
The 
physicians 
and 
the 
Chairm an 
ot 
the 
B oard 
of 
Supervisors 
of 
th a t city approve of this suggestion. 
A t Tucson they were inform ed th at quite a 
large num ber had c >me there from Herm o- 
sillo for treatm ent, by w ay of M agdalena and 
Nogales, on the Sonora R ailroad. 
A prom i­ 
nent physician of Tucson denies th at yellow 
fever ever existed in th a t place, as th at dis­ 
ease is not supposed to be contagious at 2,500 
feet above the sea-level, and M agdalena, 
through which they passed, is 2,700 feet 
above the sea. 
D r. X . 11. M atas, a resident 
of Tucson, who w ent to Herm osillo and re­ 
m ained 
during 
ihe 
epidemic, 
m ain­ 
tains 
strongly 
th a t 
it is yellow fever, 
and 
not 
a 
m alignant 
type 
of 
m alarial fever, as a few contend. 
H e last 
year was in Brownsville, Tex., during the 
prevalence of yellow fever there, and declares 
the epi lemic in Herm osillo to be identical 
w ith the disease which prevailed there. 
'The 
disease yet continues in the infected localities 
in Mexico, and quite a num ber who have vis­ 
ited the country since the abatem ent cf the 
plague have been taken down, and recently 
seven died at H erm osillo. 
The fatality of 
the fever was principally confined to the for­ 
eigners, of whom fifty per cent.are said to have 
died, while of the native population but 
four or five per cent, tailed to recover. 
This, they undc-r-taml,|was owiDg to the ina­ 
bility of the strangers to procure suitable 
nurses and the proper m edical attendance. 
Drs. H atch and Cluness made such arrange­ 
m ents at Tucson. Y um a and San Diego, in 
view of the probable reappearance of yellow 
ft-ver in the infecte'! localities next summer, 
as it is thought will best prevent the intro­ 
duction of the diseaie from Mexico into C ali­ 
fornia.

geles p art of the road is below the sea level. 
T hey consider th a t as this S tate becomes 
m ore connected w ith the fever lands on the 
south by the different railroads, her chance of 
eecaping the disease and its ravages grows 
less.

In the case of Pilot Wilson, who was sus­ 
pended for five months for violation of the 
by-laws, the Pilot Commissioners have de­ 
cided that he has been sufficiently punished, 
and therefore reinstated him as pilot, to date 
from December 1st. 
It was stated a few’ days ago that the Cali­ 
fornia Sugar Refinery people had bought up 
all the Hawaiian sugar crop except from two 
plantations, and would monopolize the carry­ 
ing trade, thus driving out of businesa a num­ 
ber of sailing vessels. 
It has since been 
ascertained that there is a good deal of truth 
in the statement. 
Mr. Spreckels, as the 
owner of the California Sugar Refinery, has 
purchased the sugar crop from moBt of the 
plantations.

The old Starlight, in El Dorado county, 
has given its owners lately something to 
feel happy over.
